(It is regarded as providing 
material assistance for St. Louis 
in its slum clearance program.) 
All that was needed before Tru- 
man could sign the compromise 
‘into law was its approval by the 
two chambers of Congress.

bodies for this program. 

2. Requires local authorities to 
select the low-income occupants 
of the public housing units, and 
to set the rent at what these 
families can pay. The federal 
subsidies would make up the 
difference betweer the rents and 
the amount actually needed to 
pay for the housing projects. 

3. Divides the farm housing 
program into three parts. The

URDER CHARGED

RUSSIANS PARE 
LEND-LEASE DEBT 
INTEREST PAYMENT 


Check for $1,481,715 Sent, 
U.S. Expected $5,000,000 
—No Explanation. 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
State Department officials dis- 
closed today that Russia, without 
explanation, shaved about two 
thirds from its latest lend-lease 
interest payment to the United 


States. 

Moscow met a July 1 deadline 
for the payment, but sent a check 
for only $1,481,715. The State De- 
partment figured more than 
$5,000,000 was due. 

Officials speculated the arbi- 
trary cut was made because the 
United States has held up postwar 
shipments of machinery and other 
exports originally ordered Rus- 
sia under an agreement of Oct. 15, 
1945. This explanation was given 
last year and in 1947 when Mos- 
cow similarly trimmed its interest 
payment, although to a lesser 
extent than this year. 


ICC AUTHORIZES MO. PAC.

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission today authorized the Mis- 
souri Pacific Lines to abandon the 
ferry service that formerly was 
used to transport railroad cars 
from the foot of Ivory avenue 
across the Mississippi river to a 
point near Dupo.

Leader McCormack Says

WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
The controversial basing-point 
pricing bill was scheduled to come 
to a vote in the House today. De- 


bate began yesterday, with last 
minute White House backing for 


the measure designed to ciarify 
and legalize trade pricing prac- 
tices brought into question by re- 
cent Supreme decisions. 

Majority Leader McCormack of 
Massachusetts told the House that 

the White House had informed 
him the bill had presidential ap- 
proval as well as the support 
the Justice Department and the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

The bill would amend the Clay- 
ton Anti-Trust Act and the Federal 
Trade Commission Act to: 

1. Permit manufacturers to 
quote identical delivered prices 
from a base pricing point to dif- 
ferent delivery points, providing 
there was no collusive agree- 
ment to fix prices and destroy 
competition. 

2. “Absorb” freight charges in 
meeting competitors’ prices in 
good faith. 

The Supreme Court, in cases in- 
volving the cement industry and 
the rigid steel conduit industry, 
found that systematic freight ab- 
sorption in delivered prices vio- 
lated the anti-trust and trade laws. 
The Court, while not outlawing 
freight absorption in itself, cast 
doubt on the practice. 

The Senate already has approved 
the bill sponsored there by Sena- 
tor O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming. 

A bill to cut down threatening 
surpluses of cotton went to the 
House today.

Senators offered Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan a compro- 
mise farm price plan today after 
he told them farmers’ returns are 
down about as far as they can go 
without serious results.

Murray Pictures Talks as Deadlocked N CIIRPRICE MOVE 


Tells Senate Defense Pact 
Won't Stop Russia and 
Will Help Bankrupt 
U.S.

WASHINGTON, July 7 (UP)— 
Senator Flarders (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, came out against the North 
Atlantic Treaty today, saying it 
will not stop Russia and will help 
| bankrupt the United States. For 
those reasons, he said, he is with- 
holding his support of the 12-na- 


tion alliance. 

Flanders’ surprise announce- 
ment came during a blistering at- 
| tack on United States foreign pol- 
icy as the Senate moved toward 
| ratification of the pact. He usual- 

ly has gone along with the Admin- 
| istration on foreign policy meas- 
ures. 

“Politburo Running U. 8.“ 

“The Politburo has set out to 
ruin us economically,” Flanders 
said. “The Politburo has victory 
within its grasp. It is at this 
moment running our country. It 
determines our policy not merely 
in the foreign field but in the 
domestic field.” 

Flanders said the world’s “bat- 
tlefield” is not where backers of 
the Atlantic pact think it is. He 
said the United States has fallen 
into a Russian “budgetary am- 
bush” by overspending in foreign 
aid and military preparedness 
fields. The end result, he said, 
could be only national bankruptcy. 

He said he arrived at a “very 
difficult decision” to withhold his 
support of the pact because he 
believes it will reduce the United 
Nations to a “puny” status and 
because the United States has 
muffed the battle for men’s minds. 

The Soviet “wave of conquest 
will continue to roll until it has 
swept Europe and Asia into sub- 
jugation,” Flanders said, adding 
that the American continent and 
Africa also are endangered. 

Arms Proposal Attacked. 

He said the pact’s related $1,- 
450,000,000 arms program will be 
another step in a Soviet plot to 
bankrupt this nation. Flanders 
said the arms program is another 
step in “pyramiding” national 
spending to a point where it will 
become impossible to bear. 

He also told the Senate that the 
pact’s provisions for mutual de- 
fense against aggression “morally 
committed” the United States to 
declare war in event of an inva- 
sion in Europe. He said, “We are 
quibbling when we question this 
moral obligation. It is there . 

Another treaty critic, Senator 
| Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, was 
slated to speak shortly, but he 
has refused to say whether he will 
vote for or against the treaty in 
the end. 

Senators Malone (Rep.), Nevada, 
and Langer (Rep.), North Dakota, 
both say they will oppose the pact, 
but neither plans a long speech.

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TWO BASIC ISSUES 
IN UTLITY RATES 
PAISFD IN HEARING 
ON TRANSIT FARES 


These Are Depreciation 
Deduction, Relation to 
Stock Earnings — City 
Estimates ‘Plus Five’ 
Yield.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 7— 
Two issues of prime importance 
in the regulation of bus and street- 
car fares have been placed square- 
ly before the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission in the hearing of 
St. Louis Public Service Co.’s ap- 
plication for a sharp fare increase. 

They were raised today by the 
City of St. Louis and yesterday by 
the commission’s own chief ac- 
countant. 

One is to deduct the entire de- 
preciation reserve account from 
the property investment in fixing 
the rate-making base. This would 
reduce by nearly one third the 
amount of investment on which 


earnings would be based in the 
regulatory process. Public Service 
Co. has no offsetting charge on 
this reserve now, although most 
Missouri utilities are subjected by 
the commission to a form of par- 
tial offset. 

The other issue is for consider- 
ation of the end result—the earn- 
ing on the stock—as a notable 
gauge in determining what fares 
this utility is entitled to as 4 
reasonable profit on investment. 
The Missouri practice, in general, 
has been to consider primarily 
nothing but the rate of return on 
property investment—a practice 
tending towards higher utility 
rates than the end result method. 

Significance of Issues. 


A favorable finding by the com- 
mission on either or both of these 
issues would be a landmark in 
Missouri utility regulation, which 
doubtless then could be applied 
to Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. and other utilities generally. 

Homer L. Thorp, chief account- 
ant for the commission, got the 
two issues into the record through 
simple questions in cross-exam- 
ining the company auditor. The 
city spelled out the issues more 
specifically in its own testimony. 


Henry P. Ingebritsen, public 
utilities engineer for the city, was 
called as its chief witness. He 
presented the city’s “plus five” 
Plan for fares, which calls for 
keeping the cash fare at 10 cents 
and providing a 75-cent pass with 
a charge of 5 cents extra for each 
ride taken. This plan has been 
devised with due regard to the 
company’s financial needs, he de- 
clared. 


Estimate of Tield. 


He estimated the city's plan 
would yield $2,345,000 annually in 
additional gross revenue, or ah n- 
crease of about 9 per cent. The 
company’s proposed fare schedule 
Was estimated by it to increase re- 
ceipts by $3,100,000 to $3,800,000. 
The company wants to increase 
the cash fare to 13 cents (two tok- 
ens for 25 cents), start a zone sys- 
tem with 5 cents additional fare 
for rides into the suburbs, offer a 
middle-of-the-weekday 20 - cent 
round trip, and put on more 15- 
cent express busses. 


“Based upon my calculations,” 
said Ingebritsen, under interroga- 
rogation by Associate City Coun- 
selor Forrest Ferris Jr., “The 
city’s plan will yield a return upon 
the company’s depreciated rate 
base (that is, investment less de- 
preciation reserve) of 6.44 to 6.75 
per cent.” 


If the commission applied to 
Public Service Co. its general 
order 38A, for partial offset of 
the depreciation reserve, he went 
on, the return under the city’s 
plan would figure, at 5.45 to 5.64 
per cent. Heretofore the commis- 
sion has inclined strongly towards 
6.5 per cent return under order 


“Further, as I have calculated 
it,” the witness related, “the city’s 
“fare plan will yield from 6.01 to 
7.64 per cent on the company’s 
equity capital. This earning is 
equivalent to a net income per 
share of stock of $1.06 to $1.35. 
On the present market value of 
the company’s stock of less than 
$5 per share, this is an earning 
of more than one-fifth or more 
than 20 per cent.” 

Company’s Earning Proposal. 

Ingebritsen also showed that 
the company’s proposal called for 
an earning on the equity capital 
—that is, the stock—at a higher 
rate than ever before in the his- 
tory of the present transit corpo- 
ration, not excepting the boom 
years of the war. More than 45 
per cent of the stock of Public 
Service Co. is owned by National 
City Lines, Inc., of Chicago, which 
bought it at low prices.

DES MOINES, Ia., July 7 (AP) 
—Wingless chickens have been 
developed by Peter H. Baumann of 
Des Moines after 12 years of 
selective breeding. 

Baumann has about 400 of the 
wingless chickens. 

The advantages? 

Well, for one thing, Baumann 
said, his birds have white meat 
where others have only bony 
wings. It makes them better 
eating. 

Besides, no high fence is needed 
to keep the chickens in the yard. 
The birds can’t fly at all, and 
Baumann says they can only “high 
jump” 18 to 20 inches, A two-foot 
barrier is high enough. 

Baumann says the chickens iay 


an average number of eggs, but 
he says in time he expects the 


breed will out-lay other chickens 
as well as produce more meat. 
The reason is that the energy an 
ordinary chicken wastes in “use- 
less flapping and flying about can 
be utilized in production of meat 
and eggs,” Baumann said. 

Lack of wings also makes the 
drumsticks bigger. That, Baumann 
said, is because the chicken’s up- 
per leg has to work harder to 
hold the bird upright. 

The breed isn’t perfect yet. 
Baumann still gets about five 
chickens with stubby little wings 
out of every 100. Those are care- 
fully weeded out of the breeding 
stock, 

On one point Baumann declined 
to speculate. He said he had “no 
opinion” on whether a rooster can 
get any satisfaction out of crow- 
ing when he has no wings to flap. 


ALDERMAN’S WIFE 
RUINS HOSE; TREES 
CAUSE FALL,HE SAYS 


Ziegenbalg Cites How Plants 
Have Broken Walk, Asks 
for Repairs. 


A ruined nylon stocking, prop- 
erty of an alderman's wife, 
brought a complaint to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
today as to the damage done by 
tree roots to sidewalks in the 3600 
and adjoining blocks of Garfield 
avenue. 

Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg, 
vice president of the aldermanic 
body, who lives at 3650 Garfield, 
said the trees planted by WPA 
workers in the 1930s were pushing 
the walks up, and that their over- 
hanging limbs were. dropping cat- 
erpillars on pedestrians. 

“My wife fell on the walk near 
our house, and ruined her nylons,” 
the alderman declared. He said it 
was illegal for property owners to 
trim trees on curb spaces, though 
they may trim those standing in 
their yards. He asked that the 
walks be leveled and the trees 
trimmed. The board, on which he 
was sitting in place of President 
C. E. Albanese of the aldermen, 
took no action. 

The board, considering com- 
plaints of weeds on city-owned 
lots, authorized the Park Depart- 


weed-killing compounds. 

The Ladue-Deer Creek sewer 
district in St. Louis county was 
authorized by the board to pro- 
vide a sewer connection to build- 
ings planned by Villa Duchesne 
and Cenacle Convent at Spoede 
and Conway roads, with the pur- 
pose of a later connection with 


the city sewer system. 


WELLSTON TO USE 
PARKING METERS IN 
SHOPPING CENTER 


Parking meters will be installed 
soon in the busy Wellston shop- 
ping district. An ordinance pro- 
viding for installation on a trial 
basis, with revenue to be divided 
between the city and meter com- 
pany, was approved last night. by 
the Wellston Board of Aldermen. 
The rental arrangement will be 
maintained until such time as the 
city decides whether to purchase 
the meters, the bill points out.

FOUR MORE POLIO 
CASES IN AREA; 
TOTAL IS NOW 30 


Number Exceeds That for 
Same Period in 1946 Peak 
Year by Seven. 


Four additional cases of polio- 
myelitis were reported today, 
bringing to 30 the total listed in 
the city and St. Louis county this 
year. 

This is seven more than the 
number of cases reported in the 


corresponding period of 1946, peak 
year for the disease, the National 


reported through its local chapter, 
Only two cases had been listed at 
this time last year. 

There is nothing alarming in 
the 1949 showing here to date, the 
incidence being far below the epi- 
demic stage and even under nor- 
mal expectancy, City Health Com- 
missioner J. Earl Smith told the 
Post-Dispatch.

Wiliam Washer Directs 
Heated Search for Man

Police Capt. William Washer 
had his work cut out for him 
when he reported for his first 
day’s duty Sunday at the New- 
stead Avenue Station, to which he 
had been transferred. An electric 
fan with 14inch blades, designed 
particularly for his comfort, had 
been stolen from a table in the 
office he was to occupy, he was 
told. 

Spurred on since then, perhaps 
by the heat and humidity that has 
made no distinction between the 
captain’s office and the cells for 
prisoners, he has personally 
pressed a vigorous investigation 
of circumstances surrounding 
theft of the fan. One by one, he 


interrogated officers who had 
charge of the district before his 
arrival. 

Lt. Martin Flanagan, acting 
captain, said he had seen the fan, 
running full speed, atop a table in 
the office about 9 o’clock Satur- 
day night. Sgt. Adrian Pierce, an 
acting lieutenant, also had seen it 
then. Sgt. John Trelford, in charge 
on the eight-hour watch beginning 
Saturday at 11 p.m, hadn't noticed 
it; moreover, he cruised the dis- 
trict most of the early hours Sun- 
day. Clerks and desk sergeants 
made written reports on what 


they had observed. They contained 


no clues.

Collapses at Summer 


Home in Rockport, 
Mass. — Apparently 


Suffered Heart Attack. 


Hayward Niedringhaus, presi- 
dent of the Granite City Steel Co., 


collapsed and died today at his 
summer home at Rockport, Mass. 
Friends here who received the in- 
formation said he apparently suf- 
fered a heart attack. He was 58 
years old. 

Mr. Niedringhaus had been at 
his summer home for about a 
month. His death came as a shock 
to friends here, who said they did 
not know he had been ill. 

The member of the third gen- 
eration of the Niedringhaus fam- 
ily to be in the steel business, Mr. 
Niedringhaus assumed the presi- 
dency of the company, founded by 
his grandfather, in 1930. Under 
his administration, the company’s 
plant, the largest in this area, was 
completely remodeled at a cost 
of $20,000,000. 

Entered Steel Plant at 19. 

He began his business career at 
the age of 19 as a laboratory as- 
sistant at the steel company. He 
entered business after attending 
Smith Academy here and the Lake 
Placid (N.Y.) School for Boys. 

From his early position as lab- 
oratory assistant, he was promot- 
ed to personnel director of the 
company in 1911; works man- 
ager in 1916; managing director 
in 1920; vice president and gen- 
eral manager in 1924 and presi- 
dent and general manager in 
1930. 

When he assumed the presiden- 
cy of the company, he succeeded 
Alfred J. Kieckhefer, who re- 
mained a director of the company. 
Mr. Niedringhaus resigned as vice 
president of the National Enam- 
eling and Stamping Co., an affili- 
ate of the steel company, before 
becoming president of the latter. 

His Other Business Posts 

In addition to his position with 
the steel company, Mr. Niedring- 
haus was president of the Granite 
City Culvert Co., St. Louis & East- 


Hayward Niedringhaus, President 
Of Granite City Steel, East 
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ern Belt Line, Tomahawk Land 
Co., vice president and director of 
the William F. Niedringhaus In- 
vestment Co., West Calumet Min- 
ing Co., and Black Mountain Land 
Co. 

He was chairman of the board 
of the First Granite City National 
Bank and a director of National 
Enameling, Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., St. Louis Shipbuilding 
and Steel Co., Granite City Realty 
& Investment Co. and American 
Zinc Lead and Smelting Co. 

During World War I, he served 
in the Army’s Sixth Air Squadron. 

He was a member of the Na- 
tional Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America, the Committee for 
Economic Development of St. 
Louis and Madison County; St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce; Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers; Racquet Club; Round Table 
Club; St. Louis Country Club; 
Deer Creek Country Club and the 
Noonday Club. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs.

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How Injunction Under Taft Law 32 Students From 11 Countries Discuss 
Is Held to Differ From Those 
Long Opposed by Organized Labor 


New Type of Court Order Maintains Status 
Quo — Clash Between Ohio Senator and 


Morse on Whether 


Judicial Decree ‘Busts 


a Strike Employers Also Affected.

WASHINGTON, July 7. 


LL the argument about injunctions authorized by labor law 

centers on whether there is a substantial difference between the 

union-busting injunctions used prior to passage of the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act and the labor injunctions authorized by the Paft- 
Hartley Act in which the government, and not private employers, as 
before passage of the Norris-LaGuardia Act were able to obtain. 


It is not an easy question to 
answer. Plausible arguments are 
made on both sides. For the pur- 
pose of this discussion, the argu- 
ments advanced will be those of 
the two most articulate spokes- 
men for each side in the United 
States Senate—Robert A. Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, and Wayne L. Morse 
(Rep.), Oregon. 

Views. 

Taft, of course, is for them; 
Morse against them. 

Before undertaking to describe 
the arguments of these protago- 
nists, it might be well to answer 
the question: What is the injunc- 
tion intended to accomplish? 

Is it to bust a strike, as Morse 
contends, or it is to settle a labor 
dispute, as Taft contends? Again 
neither side can make a clear-cut 
argument on the evidence to con- 
vince the puzzied seeker after 
truth. 

Or is the purpose to obtain a 
Government enforced cooling-off 
period during which a labor con- 
troversy can be settled by the 
processes of mediation and col- 
lective bargaining? Here again 
Taft and Morse disagree. 

It is to interpose the Govern- 
ment as a neutral third party to 
disputes with neither adversary 
deriving an advantage? Once more 
there are conflicting views and 
plausible arguments for both sides. 

All indications point now toward 
continuance of the Taft-Hartley 
Act and its 80-day injunctions, 
unless and until there is another 
election campaign, which would 
change the political complexion of 
Congress. The Truman effort to 
repeal that law has bogged down 
in both branches of Congress. 


Taft-Hartley Provision. 

That law provides for two types 
of injunctions — those against 
‘strikes that would cripple the na- 
tional economy; and those against 
certain types of unfair labor prac- 
tices which do not have any bear- 
ing on the total national economy. 
In the two years in which the 
Taft-Hartley Act has been the law 
there have been somewhat more 
than 40 Government-sought in- 
junctions, all but four of them re- 
lating to charges of unfair labor 
practices as defined in the law. 
All of the national emergency 
strikes resulted in injunctions 
against unions; virtually all of 
the others enjoined unions, but 
under the law both unions and 
employers are liable to injunction. 

Against this background it is 
possible to return to the Morse- 
Taft debate and see what sort of 
case each made for his position. 

Does an injunction “bust a 
strike“ as Morse contends, or does 
it aid in settlement of labor dis- 
putes, as Taft asserts? 

Morse: “The result is to align 
government on the side of em- 
ployers in each case, wholly with- 
out regard to the merits of the 
dispute. It poisons public opinion 
against the side enjoined. History, 
both before passage of the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act and since the Taft- 
Hartley Act, teaches that almost 
‘ invariably it is labor that is en- 
joined even though any impartial 
consideration of a particular case 
may demonstrate that industry is 
in the wrong.” 

Taft: “Remember this: Injunc- 
tions run against both parties and 
there is no real reason why it is 
any more a reflection on labor, in 
the case they may be presenting, 
than it is on the employer, in the 
case he may be presenting. The 
injunction may be used only to 
keep the status quo. It cannot 
be made conditional on an in- 
crease or decrease of wages or 
working conditions.” 

‘Hea Effect of Injunction. 

Is the purpose to obtain a gov- 
ernment enforced cooling-off pe- 
riod in the course of which col- 
lective bargaining and mediation 
may end a dispute? 

Taft: “The injunction in this 
ease is an entirely different ac- 
tion from that which was abused 
prior to passage of the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act. It is not an inter- 
vention by the employer but an 
intervention in the public interest, 
and only in the public interest.” 
- Logic may be on the side of 

aft on this point, but there can 
be no question that the abuse of 
the injunction he mentioned in 


the paragraph above has carried 
over in union circles so that labor 
today abhors it and injunctions 
generally operate as “heating up” 
periods, rather than as cooling off 
periods. 

Of the four “national emer- 
gency” injunctions, Taft has told 
the writer he regarded only one— 
the first coal strike—as a “na- 
tional emergency” in the sense 
that authors of the Taft-Hartley 
Act understood that term. In 
that instance the strike continued 
until the miners got what they 
wanted—activation of the royalty 
fund derived from each ton. of 
coal produced. Their boss, Pres- 
ident John L. Lewis, and the 
United Mine Workers were fined 
for defying the injunction, but 
the total of fines was about one 
per cent of a year’s royalty on the 
welfare fund they finally put to 
work. 

Morse has used so often the 
phrase “heating up period” rather 
that “cooling off period” to de- 
scribe the injunction that he might 
well lay claim as the copyright 


owner. 
of In junction. 

It does not appear in the fol- 
lowing quotation, but in other 
words its substance is contained. 

Morse: “The issue is clear cut: 
Are we or are we not in favor of 
adding the injunction—that hated 
and wholly discredited instru- 
ment of compulsion to the 
Thomas (administration) bill?” 

The third question advanced 
earlier, largely has been answered 
in the arguments of the two Sen- 
ators quoted. That is whether the 
purpose of government injunc- 
tions is to interpose a neutral 
third party in disputes between 
management and labor. The read- 
er can perhaps glean from the 
evidence presented here the an- 
swer to that one. 

The writer is convinced there 
is a major difference between the 
type of injunction obtainable by 
private employers before passage 
of the Norris-LaGuardia Act and 
that which the Teft-Hartley Act 
makes possible. 

Taft-Hartley injunctions do no 
more than maintain the status 
quo for 80 days, or, in the un- 
likely event the new Taft act 
should become law, for 60 days. 
No labor leader has ever been 
jailed because of a Taft-Hartley 
injunction; a few Taft-Hartley in- 
junctions have been issued against 
employers. 

Before passage of the Norris-La- 
Guardia Act, no labor injunctions 
against employers were possible— 
only injunctions against labor 
unions which were then viewed 
as approximating conspiracies 
against the government. 

Prosecuting officials, before the 
passage of the Norris-LaGuardia 
Act, selected the courts before 
which they had reason to expect 
sympathetic treatment. Attorney 
General Harry Doughtery, in the 
Harding administration, admitted 
as much in his autobiography 
when he recounted his successful 
effort to break the railroad shop- 
men’s strike of 1922. 

President Cleveland, acting un- 
der no law but the undefined pow- 
ers the constitution confers on 
the President, obtained an injunc- 
tion to break the Pullman strike in 
Chicago in the 1890s. For con- 
tempt of that injunction, Eugene 
Debs was sent to prison: 

Lewis Contempt Case. 

In theory it would have been 
possible to send John L. Lewis 
to prison for contempt of the 
Taft-Hartley Act injunction 
against him and his union. But 
unions have grown in power since 
the days of the Pullman strike and 
the shopmen’s strike and had 
Lewis been imprisoned, instead of 
fined, no legislator has challenged 
Morse’s argument that not a ton 
of coal would have been mined so 
long as he was in prison.

For lack of labor-saving ma- 
chinery, a new Yugoslavia is lit- 
erally being: built with sweat and 


shovels. Across the Sava river 
from here, in what was once a 
swamp, 20,000 youths are building 
a magnificent new capital. 

The project has been denounced 
by the Cominform as wasteful. 
Whether it is or not, it assumes 
heroic proportions when one sees 
these youngsters filling in swamps 
shovelful by shovelful, and erect- 
ing buildings with few tools other 
than trowels. 

Nation Pulls in Its Belt. 

It is to buy the missing ma- 
chinery—from steam shovels to 
steel plants--:hat Yugoslavia has 
put itself on a thin ration. The 
shortages run from toothpaste to 
diapers, from bed linen to candy, 
from pots and pans to shoes. Most 
of the commodities are rationed, 
and the prices are high—a day’s 
pay for a shirt, three days’ work 
for a pair of shoes. 

The “controlled price” stores 
have a habit of running short of 
supplies. The buyer then has to 
turn to the second type of state 
stores—“free sale.” Here no ra- 
tion points are asked, and the 
prices are higher. A man’s sweater 
may cost two weeks’ pay; a pair 
of woman’s shoes a month’s. 

Still another product of scarcity 
is the state commission store. 
Here the rapidly vanishing middle 
class, which cannot adapt itself 
to the new stern standards of liv- 
ing, converts its last possessions 
into cash. The goods for sale 
range from second-hand shoes to 
rare French porcelain. The prices 
are extraordinarily high. 

Yet, all the stores are jammed. 
During the recent “Trade Week,” 
when new stocks were put on sale 
in the controlled price” stores, 
queues began to form before 6 
a.m., and by noon many shops had 
to call in militiamen. And at the

Here, 
the prices have been steadily ris- 
ing. Butter, which cost $3 a kilo- 
gram (2.2 pounds) last year, now 
sells for $12; meat costs $4 a kilo, 
instead of last year’s $1.40. The 
price of animal fats has quad- 
rupled in a year. 

The government has been acute- 
ly aware of the trend. It is now 
trying to siphon the extra funds 
out, partly through bonds, but 
mostly through the very expensive 
“free sale” stores. 

The one overwhelming fact is 
that Yugoslavia is not a rich focd 
producer, and the war has done ir- 
reparable damage. 

What there is is distributed 
with a degree of rough justice: 
the best fed are those who work 
the hardest. The miners, for in- 
stance, get a ration that runs up 
to 4.500 calories a day. The house- 
wives are the hardest hit. 

A million people—workers and 
their families—get their meals at 
factory, office or community res- 
taurants. The caloric content of 
these meals is adequate, and the 
price is below the cost. The food 
for such kitchens comes from fac- 
tory-owned farms, and the deficit 
is met by the industry. 

Tito Wants to Trade. 

Yugoslavia is ready to do busi- 
ness with the West if it can be 
done with no political strings at- 
tached.

One of the men the underworld heard 
going to be released was Bart Davit, who 
just now been paroled. Davit served only 13 
years of a life sentence for the murder of a 
Maplewood grocer in 1932. He was indicted, but 
never tried, for the kidnaping of Dr. I. D. Kel- 
ley in 1931. He was acquitted of attempted kid- 
naping and robbery of Oscar Johnson II in 1932, 
even though Johnson positively identified him. 

Clarence (Dizzy) Daniels, a Cuckoo gangster 
who murdered a St. Louis policeman, was an- 
other man on the underworld’s parole list. He 
was released last January after serving about 25 
years of a life sentence, despite the fact that he 
had escaped in 1945 and had been at liberty for 
four months before his recapture. 

The other two names on the list were those of 
Felix (Hoosier) McDonald and Isadere Londe, 
both of whom have parole applications pending. 
McDonald, an associate of Davit, is serving a 60- 
year sentence for the kidnaping of Dr. Kelley. 

Londe, who is now serving a 25-year sentence 
for the bombing of a St. Louis cleaning shop, 
has a long record of violence. One month be- 
fore his trial for the bombing, the state’s prin- 
cipal witness, Lee Baker, a Negro, was shot and 
left for dead in St. Louis county. While Londe 
was free on bond after his conviction, he 
bombed an industrial plant in Cuba, Mo., and 
was charged with a Santa Monica (Calif.) payroll 
robbery. A gunman for the old Egan gang, he 
has served 12 years in a Michigan prison for a 
holdup. Previously he had been sentenced to 
reformatories at Boonville and St. Louis. 

There are some noteworthy coincidences in 
the cases of Davit and Daniels. Both men are 
steamfitters and the boss of the steamfitters’ 
union here is Larry Callanan, former convict 
and strong supporter of Gov. Smith. Callanan’s 
brother, Sheriff Thomas Callanan, is a close as- 
sociate of former Sheriff John F. Dougherty. 
Dougherty is the St. Louis representative of the 
Capone gambling syndicate. 

Davit was paroled to Illinois, where the 
steamfitters’ union obtained a job for him at 
Havana. Havana is one of the places where 
wide-open gambling flourished during the ad- 
ministration of former Gov. Dwight F. Green. 
Havana was also the headquarters of Richard 
Hannon, notorious ex-convict safe-cracker. 

How were the paroles arranged at Jefferson 
City? O. J. Creach, chairman of Missouri’s 
parole board, denied that any political influence 
had been exercised, but Charles Binaggio, 
Kansas City representative of the Capone syn- 
dicate, is a new power at Jefferson City.

Yet 
only a top staff could co-ordinate planning, 
bring the three branches to single decisions, or 
command real unity anywhere. 

Congressman Vinson’s proprietary interest in 
the Navy—he often calls it “my Navy”—was of 
inestimable service in the nearly defenseless 
days before the war, when the Georgian helped 
salvage naval power. But it’s a commentary on 
the ways of war and Congressmen that what 
was serviceable for 25 years is unserviceable 
after 35, and that’s how long Vinson has been in 


Congress.

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America Is Britain's Trouble 


Why can't the people of the United States 
consume more of the products of England? Why 
can’t they buy more from the other countries 
which are eager to buy from the United States 
but unable to do so because they have not 
earned the necessary dollars by selling to us? 

Those questions go to the center of the finan- 
cial crisis which is besetting England. Declin- 
ing demand and declining prices in the United 
States since the onset of a recession last Jan- 
‘uary have made it harder for the English to 
sell their goods in this country. 

The hard fact is that while the Marshall plan 
has been succeeding in the physical restoration 
of Western Europe and in containing Commu- 
nist expansionism, in oné sphere it has failed. 
It has not solved the dollar shortage in West- 
ern Europe. 

What's the way out? The United States 
wants England to devalue the pound, which is 
overpriced at $4, as evidenced by its sale at 
$2.80 on the Paris black market. Devaluing the 
pound would lower the prices of all English 
goods in dollars and let them compete more 
strongly for the American trade. But the kind 
of international price-cutting that is done by 
currency devaluation has a way of becoming cut- 
throat if you don’t watch out. 

Virtually all Western European currencies ex- 
cept prospérous Belgium’s are considered over- 
valued, though, and so there will probably have 
to be some lowering not only of the pound but 
of the franc and the lira as well.

The performance of the jets, the comments of 
qualified observers and the correspondents’ 
stories strongly indicate that the R.A.F. and 
A.A.F. jets may have proved themselves to be as 
good as the Navy asserts its Banshee jet fighter 
is.

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Natural History of Washington 

The genus politician at work in its native hab- 
itat is a fascinating spectacle. Observers of the 
wild life of Washington now are being treated 
to the sight cf Congressmen scurrying to get in 
line to sign a petition for a resolution directing 
the President to reduce federal spending 5 to 10 
per cent. The excitement has been caused by 
a Federal deficit of nearly $2,000,000,000, which 
resulted from the appropriations and tax cuts 
Congress approved. 

The people know that it’s Congress’ job, not 
the President’s, to pass the appropriations bills. 
The people know ‘that much of the federal 
budget—allocations for interest on the federal 
debt and for most of the work of the Veterans’ 
Administration, for example—can’t be cut. 

If the Hoover commission’s recommendations 
for reorganization of the Government were car- 
ried out, the saving would be 3 billion dollars 
—more than the 5 to 10 per cent cut for which 
the Congressmen are signing on the dotted line. 
But it’s easier to sign a petition than to tackle 
the job of reorganizing the government. 

Signing petitions is a cheap pastime. A Con- 
gressman anxiously looking for a couple of votes 
can put himself on record as favoring reduced 
federal spending, without risking loss of votes 
by cutting the pork out of his own pet projects. 
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For a Better Press 

There has been some howling about the royal 
commission’s report on the British press — 
partly because newspapers have developed over- 
sensitive toes, partly because of the commis- 
sion’s political origin, and partly because it is 
impossible to write a blanket report which is 
equally applicable to every paper it covers. The 
London Times and the Manchester Guardian, 
for example, are hardly in the same category 
with the “penny dreadfuls.” 

In broad outline, however, the report seems 
fair enough. This is so because, while the com- 
mission was established at the insistent demand 
of Labor politicians, its members made a sin- 
cere effort to achieve objectivity. They freely 
exonerated the British press of corruption. 

The main accusations levelled at the British 
papers are that they are too partisan, and that 
they are not doing all they might to encour- 
age their readers to accept or demand” higher 
standards. There is the further complaint that, 
in the effort to present what is new and un- 
usual, “the picture is always out of focus.” 
These are all journalistic sins, but not all jour- 
nals are guilty in the same degree, if at all. 

Because of this, over-all appraisals — the 
Hutchins report on the American press is a 
case in point—may be more valuable for their 
recommendations than for their findings. The 
royal commission, for example, suggests a perma- 
nent General Council of the Press “to foster 
but not to force integrity and responsibility to 
the public.” This council would have 25 mem- 
bers, representing publishers, editors, newsmen 
of lesser rank, and the public. 

They would keep a steady eye on British 
publications, reprimanding those guilty of sup- 
pression of information, and helping those in- 
terested in raising their standards. The council 
would not only “police” the press, but also pro- 
tect its freedom against encroachment. The royal 
commission is very clear; while it wants a bet- 
ter press, it wants no government interference. 

A somewhat similar group, representing press 
and public, was suggested in the Hutchins re- 
port. There are indications that one or two 
wealthy foundations are ready to finance such 
an undertaking. If it were properly set up, good 
might very well come of it. 

The editor and the publisher who strive to 
present the fullest possible news picture, and 
who seek to base their comment fairly on the 
news have little to fear from a disinterested 
review of their day-to-day accomplishments.

Legisla- 
tors lounged comfortably in their chairs, 
read papers, conferred with one another, 
while an orator at a microphone held his 
own with interrupting opponents. 

Visitors wandered in and out the en- 
trance to the floor, stood around the sides 
of the chamber, or sat on long black leath- 
er couches. Nobody bothered to go to the 
gallery. 

The Senate was more orderly. Desks 
were clear, the atmosphere quieter. Visi- 
tors “looked in” the same way as in the 
House. Here were the national House and 
Senate in miniature, only a little more in- 
formal, a little more democratic, a little 
closer to the people. 


In the Representatives’ lounge, sightseers 
inspected Thomas Hart Benton’s realistic 
murals of Missouri life. The storm of 
criticism over these that raged for half 
a dozen years, and that reached a climax 
*when the 1941 Legislature asked that Ben- 
ton either efface the murals or explain 
why they should not be removed, has now 
abated. Occasionally a woman visitor 
sniffs at a scene showing a mother chang- 
ing a baby’s diaper at a political picnit. 

But legislators no longer worry over the 
frankness with which Benton has depicted 
Missouri pioneers, farmers, business men, 
politicians. Even a scene showing a bloat- 
ed, political boss, resembling the late T. J. 


Pendergast, apparently laying down the 
law to two tight-lipped Kansas City busi- 
ness sachems, doesn’t raise any blood pres- 
sure. In fact, there is some talk in Kan- 
sas City of running Benton for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Senator in 1950. 


Down the street at the Cole County His- 
torical Society's headquarters are some of 
the paintings of George Caleb Bingham, 
who sat in this Legislature in 1848, and 
who retired from politics disillusioned to 
devote his life to putting politicians on 
canvas. Everyone has now forgotten that 
Gov. Marmaduke challenged Bingham to a 
duel because he recognized himself as the 
fat, pompous platform sitter in Bingham's 
masterpiece, “Stump Speaking.” 

The stock figure of the politician goes 
on and on despite the Binghams and the 
Bentons. In fact, there are charges made 
that this Legislature has a goodly quota 
of those who are “log rolling” or yielding 
to political pressure. Alleged vote trad- 
ing here even includes the bill to make 
“The Missouri Waltz” the state song. Yet 
defenders of the Legislature insist it has 
passed much good legislation. 

Crudities and inefficiencies of legislative 
bodies show up more in state versions than 
in national. Yet human warmth and equal- 
ity are also more emphasized in them. 

As I entered both House and Senate 
here I felt a lift of pride in the system 
that makes such bodies possible. Here were 
assemblages of men who might be any- 
body’s neighbors, sitting,.moving, speaking, 
arguing in a completely relaxed and free 
manner. Here were the people for whom 
the laws were being made wandering in 
and out, listening, watching, saying what 
they pleased about the process. Here were 
officials giving the humblest onlooker cour- 
tesy, hospitality, friendliness. I thought 
of the Congress at Washington, where de- 
spite the greater formality, much of the 
same easy, friendly atmosphere prevails. 

Then I visioned the 1200 delegates to the 
Supreme Soviet, sitting in regimented or- 
derliness in their chamber in the Kremlin, 
listening to set speeches without debate, 
voting Yes generally with precision. I saw 
the uniformed guards standing at the doors 
and at six-foot intervals along the walls. 

My mind flashed back to the House of 
Commons, small, crowded, informal, with 
its rugged debate, its heckling from back 
benches, its pointed questioning of public 
leaders. Yes, I decided, a state legislature 
was a symbol of a great heritage.

Our First Woman Astronomer 
SWEEPER IN THE SKY, by Helen Wright. (Macmilian 
Co., 246 pet., $4.) 


This is a biography of Maria Mitchell, 
America’s first woman astronomer. Into 
the life of this unusual woman the author 
has woven interesting accounts of the peo- 
ple and customs of the times. 

Nantucket Island, where Maria was born 
to Quaker parents in 1818, was a place of 
great opportunity where the intellectual 
growth paralleled that of the whaling in- 
dustry. The women were independent and 
played a vital part in community affairs. 

Maria was educated by her father and 
the mathematician, Rev. Cyrus Peirce.

“For what reason?” Schweitzer 
asked. “Because this great poet 
is at the same time a great master 
of the natural sciences, a great 
thinker, a great man.” Schweitzer, 
who lives at Lambarene, French 
Africa, spoke in French. His ad- 
dress was translated sentence-by- 
sentence into English. 

Schweitzer said that Goethe con- 
fided to a devoted companion that 
his “writings were not popular and 
never could become so.” 

“In this he was mistaken,” 
Schweitzer declared. “They have 
become so. With the years they 
have found their way to the hearts 
of men. More and more, not only 
in his country but throughout the 
world, he has become a chosen 
one among poets.” 

Discussing Goethe’s philosophy, 
Schweitzer said, Goethe's prin- 
ciple-is: ‘Do good for the pure love 
of: good.’ For each one of us, he 
believed, destiny reserves an ethi- 
cal activity conformable to one’s 
own character and to the circum- 
stances of one’s life. One must 
bring out such disposition for good 
as is within him. By this indi- 
vidual practice of good on the part 
of a great number, the well-being 
of society is realized more natur- 
ally and more completely than by 
a procedure that would make men 
slaves of a single and identical 
utilitarian principle.” 

Schweitzer, making his first ad- 
dress in the United States, was in- 
troduced by Dr. Robert Hutchins, 
chancellor of the University of 
Chicago.

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Former M-K-T Switchman of 
Fort Worth Wins Judg- 
ment in U. S. Court.

A former switchman for the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railroad 
was awarded damages totaling 
$98,800 by a jury in the court of 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore late yesterday. 
The switchman, Ralph P. Ridge- 
way of Fort Worth, Tex., had sued 
for $200,000 for injuries suffered 
March 11, 1946, in an accident in 
the railroad yards at Fort Worth. 

Ridgeway, who sued under the 
Federal Employers Liability Act 
and the Federal Safety Appliance 
Act, charged that he was thrown 
from a tank car while trying to 
set a defective brake. He suffered 
a crushed left hand and right foot 
when the car wheels passed over 
him and two fractures of the 
skull, one of which made it neces- 
sary to place a plate in his skull. 

The verdict was based on the 
testimony of an actuary who testi- 
fied that Ridgeways life ex- 
pectancy was 31 years.

Four St. Louis brokerage firms 
have notified the St. Louis Stock 
Exchange, and all corporations 
whose stocks are now listed on 
the Exchange, that they are op- 
posed to the plan for a new mid- 
West stock exchange, with head- 
quarters in Chicago. 

The firms are Paul Brown & 
Co., A. G. Edwards & Sons, Ed- 
Ward D. Jones & Co. and I. M. Si- 
mon & Co. 

In their letter addressed to the 
St. Louis Stock Exchange, the 
four firms state that “they oppose 
and refuse to acquiesce in the at- 
tempted dissolution of the Ex- 
change and the proposed consoli- 
datfon with other exchanges which 
they refused to authorize. 

“Inasmuch as less than a un- 
animous authorization was re- 
ceived on this proposition,” the 
letter continues, “the undersigned 
deny the right of any majority of 
the members of the exchange here 
to dissolve the Association and to 
discontinue’ its activities and to 
effect such consolidation.” 


28-to-6 Vote for Merger. 


Members of the St. Louis Stock 
Exchange recently voted 28 to 6 
ia favor of the merger plan. A 
majority of the members of the 
Cleveland Exchange, as well as a 
majority of the Chicago body, 
have voted in favor of the plan. 
Cincinnati, Minneapolis and De- 
troit are included in the plan, but 
their exchanges have not yet de- 
cided on it. )

Warm Days Suggest Cool Drinks

When the mercury goes out for 
a record climb there is nothing 
quite as refreshing as a tall frosty 
fruit drink. With fresh fruits in 
the markets and your grocer’s 
shelves crammed with canned 
juices and nectars, you should 
find no difficulty in putting to- 
gether an infinite variety of fruit 
drinks, 

There are a number of gadgets 
on the market now that simplify 
the making of these fruit mix- 
tures. There are blenders and 
liquidizers which turn fresh fruits 
into purees so they Will combine 
easily with other liquid ingredi- 
ents. There are small electric 
beaters which are portable, fit 
into the hand and have convenient 
switch which can be flicked with 
the thumb. These gadgets, in- 
cidentally, perform many other 
kitchen chores. 

Half the attraction of the iced 
drink, in addition to the frost on 
the outside of the tall glass in 
‘which it is served, is the added 
trimming. The rim of the glass 
may be frosted by dipping the 
in fruit juice, then in 
powdered sugar. Slices of lemon, 
orange, sprig of mint from that 
little patch in the back yard, red 
or green cherries, are a colorful 
addition. 

Citrus Float. 


Two cups orange juice. 
One-half cup lemon juice. 


One-half cup sugar. 

One cup water. 

One pint sherbet.

Garnish with orange 
slices, mint sprigs or berries. 

Citrus Milk Sherbet. 

Two eggs, beaten until lemon 
colored.

Two cups milk. 

One-fourth cup lemon juice.

For orange sherbet, substityte 
one cup orange juice for one cup 
milk in the above recipes.

C10 COUNCIL REJECTS ZINC GC 
LOCAL PLEA TO OUST GARST 


The CIO Industrial Union Coun- 
eil last night rejected a resolution 
from Local 82, CIO Mine, Mill & 
Smelter Workers of Fairmont 
City, urging removal of Delmond 
Garst, CIO regional director, who 
had urged American Zinc Co, 
strikers to vote for the CIO Pro- 
gressive Metal Workers Council 
in a recent plant election. 

In reply to the Local 82 reso- 
lution, the St. Louis Council de- 
clared that the “rule or ruin pol- 
icy” of the Smelter Workers Union 
“is far removed from the question 
of union versus non-union, and is 
on the basis of Communism versus 
Americanism.” It was pointed out 
that the St. Louis Council sup- 
ported the 1l-month strike of 
Local 82 at the American Zinc Co., 
until Local 82 officers directed 
their members to vote for “no 
union” at*the recent National La- 
bor Relations Board election in 
which the Metal Workers Coun- 
cil was the union to be designated. 

The strike followed refusal of 
officers of the Smelter Workers 
to sign non-Communist affidavits, 
in compliance with the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act. For the same reason, 
Local 82 was not eligible for a 
place on the NLRB election ballot. 
The Metal Workers Council failed 
to obtain a majority in the elec- 
tion, held June 14, and a new elec- 
tion was, ordered following charges 
that voters were coerced into yot- 
ing “no union” by representatives 
of the Smelter Workers. The 
company has shut down its fur- 
naces and sent dismissal notices 
to 480 strikers.

How Integration Works. 

An integrated company is one 
that handles all the steps from 
raw material to consumer’s hands 
—production, transportation, proc- 
essing and marketing. It is not 
confined to the oil industry by any 
means, 7 

Many large bakeries do the 
same thing. Some have their own 
flour mills. They bake the loaf, 
distribute it to retail outlets, and 
often have their own retail stores. 
Many food chain stores make their 
own products, 

In the oil industry, an inte- 
grated company: has its own wells, 
pipelines, refineries, tankers, stor- 
age facilities, trucks and gasoline 
stations. It finds the oil, cracks it 
down, and fills the customer's 
tank 


Some congressional critics want 
to tear these integrated companies 
apart. They think one company 
should produce oil, another refine 
it into end products, still others 
distribute them, and independent 
dealers sell them to the public. 


Big integrated companies, they 
contend, have too much chance of 
becoming monopolies, and of fi- 
nagling prices and profits in com- 
plicated bookkeeping between 
their many divisions, to the harm 
of the customer and the ruin of 
small competitors. 


Defenders of the big companies 
contend that integration keeps 
prices lower than they would be 
otherwise, makes for continued 
improvement in quality, and is the 
best assurance of a steady supply 
for consumers. Here's the expla- 
nation of one spokesman for an 
integrated oil company—Edwin 8. 
Hall, vice president of Esso Stand- 
ard Oil, the marketing subsidiary 
of giant Jersey Standard. 

The car owner would be the 
loser, Hall contends, if Congress 
forces a divorce of the various 
units of the oil industry, because 
it would make higher profit mar- 
gins necessary in the various sep- 
arated divisions. Each unit would 
mark up prices to cover the risks 
each would take when it could no 
longer depend on the other. 


says, because each unit would lack 
assured supplies or assured out- 
lets, such as integration provides. 
He adds that each unit would then 
hesitate to increase capacity for 
the same reason, and points out: 
“A failure to increase capacity 
anywhere along the line from the 
producing well to the consumer’s 
tank would render useless the add- 
ed investments at the other 
points.” ; 

Effect on Independence. 

Hall also contends that the in- 
dependent oil jobber would lose, 
too, because’ “the balance between 
supply and demand is so delicate 
that separation of refining and 


problems of supply for the job- 
bers.” They would have to in- 
crease plants and inventories to 
meet the uneven supply situation 
Hall foresees. 

All of this falls on deaf ears 
among many jobbers and small, 
non-integrated oil producers. They 
fear that in the present uncertain 
business period, the big, integrated 
company may survive by making 
up in one branch what it loses in 
another, while the lone refiner, 
producer or filling station owner 
may find the going getting tough. 

The small companies complain

HUNGARIAN COURT

WARSAW, July 7 (AP)—Poland 
has the other Cominform 
nations in cutting off trade with 
Yugoslavia. 


An official. announcement here 
said Yugoslav Ambassador Rade 
Pribecevic had been handed a note 
announcing Poland’s decision. The 
note charged the Yugoslavs had 
failed to fulfill deliveries of raw 
materials promised to Poland. 

The move had been forecast last 
month when reliable informants 
said Cominform chiefs were meet- 
ing in Poland to discuss new meas- 
ures aimed at the economic 
strangulation of Premier-Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s Government. 
Tito was ousted from the .Comin- 
form last year for deviating from 
the Marxist-Leninist line as pro- 
pounded by the Kremlin. 

The note charged Yugoslavia 
had “sabotaged” trade with the 
Poles and that those deliveries 
made were of no essential impor- 
| tance to the Polish economy. 

Poland last January slashed its 
trade with Yugoslavia to 312,000, 
000 annually as compared with 
$66,000,000 annually previously 
agreed on. 

Other Cominform countries which 
have cut off trade with Yugoslavia 
include Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Romania and Albania. Poland is 
offsetting the loss in trade with 
Yugoslavia by signing multilateral 
pacts with Russia, Finland and 
Czechoslovakia. 

There are persistent reports 
that the Cominform countries soon 
may follow the trade break with 
a break in diplomatic relations 
with Tito’s government.

HOW TO COIN NEW WORDS 


ANY readers write to me 
asking “Where do the new 
words come from, and how 
do you go about inventing them?” 

Anyone can coin a new word. 
But if the word is not correctly 
formed, the authorities will not 
recognize it and it will seldom be 
listed by the dictionaries. 

To illustrate what I mean “cor- 
rectly formed,” let us create a 
new word to meet the require- 
ments of the authorities. N. P. A., 
of Rialto, Calif., writes: I want 
a word describing a person who 
has a passion for using very long 
words in speech and writing. Can 
you help me?“ 

If there is such a word, it has 
escaped me. So let’s coin one by 
the classic method of using the 
so-called Greek and Latin com- 
bining forms. (Combining forms 
are prefixes and suffixes based 
on Greek and Latin stems.) Let’s 
take the combining form megalo-, 
meaning “large,” verbo-, meaning 
“word,” and maniac, “one having 
a passion or infatuation for.“ 
Thus we have: overboma- 
niac, pronounced: G-uh-luh- 
VERB-buh-MA Ynee-ak. 

We may also use the suffix 
-phile, “one who loves or has a 
fondness for.” Pronounce it ex- 
actly like the word file. The word 
then becomes: megaloverbophile, 
pronounced: MEG - uh-luk-VER- 
buh-file. 

Christopher Morley, in the pref- 
ace to his book, “The Complete 
Sherlock Holmes,” uses a word of 
his own coinage in speaking of 
Holmes as an infracaninophile— 
“a champion of the underdog.” 
He uses these combining forms: 
infra-, “under,” canino-, “dog,” 
-phile, “having a fondness for.” 
Infracaninophile is pronounced: 
IN-fruh-kuh-NYnub-file. 

Now that’s the way new words 
—legitimate words—come into 
being. I have prepared a list of 
hundreds of proper combining 
forms by means of which you may 
analyze throusands of words, and, 
if you wish, coin new words of 
your own.

Removing Doors, 


VER since man took to living 
in houses instead of caves or 
in trees he has found himself 
doing strange things like having 
to take down a door. As is the 
case with everything, there are 
two ways to do this job—the 
right way and the wrong way. If 
you do it the wrong way you may 
pull the door hinges loose, damage 
the door or even damage yourself, 
Here is the way it should be done. 
Open the door and then stick 
a small wedge under the bottom 
edge to take some of the load off 
the hinges. Just be sure not to 
wedge too much, Most door 
hinges are in two parts and these 
two plates are held together with 
a pin. The pin is invariably stuck 
from paint or rust but it can be 
tapped out with the aid of a 
screwdriver. Take out the bottom 
hinge pin first and hold the door 
steady so it won’t pull on the top 
hinge.

When you put the 
door back on, install the top hinge 
plate first and then the bottom 
one.

Since you do not live in St. Louis and I do not know the 
facilities of your locality, it is a little difficult for me to tell 
you how to meet young people. There ig an excellent organ- 
ization here, the St. Louis League for Hard of Hearing, 4527 
Westminster place. I suggest that you write to them, as they 
know of groups near your town or others who are hard of 
hearing. They might also be able to suggest sonie way in 
which you could overcome your handicap as well. You do not 
go into detail with regard to the treatment you have had, but 
I think it would be worth your while to investigate an possibil- 
ities of treatments, hearing aids, etc., before admitting defeat. 

Of course, many problems in life must be met by adjusting 
to your own surroundings and circumstances, Even though 
you do not live near an organization that can give you special 
attention, you should not want for friends. Try confiding in 
your minister that you would like to meet more young people, 
and get into young people’s groups. Find out if the schools 
in your town offer any night courses that might be fun to take. 
Perhaps you'd like to paint or draw or sew or do handiwork. 
None of these things require a sense of hearing, they need not 
be expensive, and you can get into a group with mutual inter- 
ests. Your local Red Cross or social work agencies may know 
of groups you could join, volunteer work you could do, that 
would help you meet people and make friends. There may be 
a playground or day nursery where you could help take care 
of children, feel that you were doing a good deed and helping 
your loneliness, too. 

But remember, most of all, the way to make friends is to 
be friendly. You should not be depressed or discouraged be- 
cause of your handicap. There are many hard of hearing per- 
sons with a host of friends. Even though you cannot hear, you 
can smile and look cheerful. Look as if you like people and 
you'll find them liking you, too.

Will He Become an All-Time Star? 


Larry Doby of the Cleveland Indians 
May Reach That Status, in Opinion 
of Some Observers — ‘His Story Is 
Essentially a Sociological Study

DDIE ROBINSON, the handsome first baseman from Paris, 
Tex., carefully chipped a chunk of mud from his spikes, looked 
at the floor—and said nothing. Manager Lou Boudreau of the 


Cleveland Indians had just announced, that steaming afternoon in 


the clubhouse at Chicago’s Co 


miskey Park, that Larry Doby would 


play first base in the second game of the doubleheader with the 


White Sox. 


The date was July 5, 1947—and 
Boudreau’s matter-of-fact state- 
ment was a brief but important 
addition to history. For the first 
time in almost half a century of 
the American League’s existence, 
a Negro would appear in an offi- 
cial box score. 

Today, two years later, they’re 
saying that this 24-year-old. regu- 
lar—who now plays in the outfield 
—has a chance to become one of 
the all-time greats of the baseball 
business. They're saying that 
Babe Ruth in his prime never hit 
home runs as far or as hard as 
Doby has hit them in at least two 
of the circuit’s parks, New York 
and Washington. 

But that afternoon in 1947, they 
were saying, in the off-the-record 
asides inevitably associated with 
comment on a ticklish social ques- 
tion, that Bill Veeck must have 
lost his mind. 

This frightened kid from South 
Carolina by way of New Jersey 
couldn’t come within two feet of 
a big league pitch and he cer- 
tainly couldn't play second base, 
the position which he held when 
Veeck bought his contract from 
the Newark Eagles of the Negro 
National League. 

Boudreau, the experts guessed, 
had discovered that in a few 
minutes of watching infield prac- 
tice. He was putting Doby at 
first on the theory that in that 
spot he could do least damage 
defensively—and he had to put 
him somewhere, What other rea- 
son could Veeck have had for 
hiring him than a frank appeal 
for Negro patronage at the box 
office? 

So, at least, theorized the ex- 
perts, many of whom since have 
devoted their most forceful super- 
latives to praising the same Doby. 
When a man wins a regular job 
with the best team in the league 
in his first full season in profes- 
sional baseball, and when his 313 
batting average in the World 
Series is the best compiled by any 
of the winners, it’s time to admit 
that he must be pretty good. 

But Doby didn’t feel very good, 
that early evening a week after 
he had joined the Indians, as he 
took his seat in a Pullman bound 
for Philadelphia. It had been a 
timid, lonely week. A week in 
which he had spent most of his 
time sitting alone and silent on 
the bench, carefully self-excluded 
from intimate association with his 
new teammates. A week of con- 
viction that the American League 
was not the Negro National 
League. He had watched Joe Gor- 
don play second base and he had 
seen Boudreau work his magic at 
shortstop. On his few chances at 
bat, he had seen pitches hop and 
‘heard them hum in a manner he 
never would have believed pos- 
sible. 

One by one, two by two, the 
other Indians trooped through the 
car. Gordon dropped his suitcase 
carelessly into his section and 
started toward the club car. Then 
he noticed Doby. The most dis- 
tinguished of contemporary sec- 
ond basemen slid easily into the 
seat beside the newcomer. 

“Hi, Larry,” he said. “Bet you'll 


pga to get home Fer awhile, 
e ? * 

Doby's nervous glance swept the 
car. A half-dozen Indians within 
his vision smiled and nodded their 
greetings. There no longer was 
the slightest question about the 
young Negro’s status with the 
Tribesmen. What Joe Gordon— 
a product of fine T. M. C. A. train- 
ing in the Pacific Northwest—does 
is big league in any company—and 
Gordon had accepted Doby.

HE story of Larry Doby is es- 

sentially a sociological story, 

and all its chapters cannot yet 
be written. He was not the first 
Negro to crash organized baseball’s 
invisible but formidable barrier 
against the members of his race. 
That very spring, the Brooklyn 
Dodgers had brought up Jackie 
Robinson from their farm at 
Montreal. 

But Robinson had been a na- 
tionally prominent football star. 
He was a graduate of a great uni- 
versity. He was at ease in any 
company; yet even so, Branch 
Rickey had given him a year's 
preparation in Montreal, where he 
would be spared the pressure of 
the majors and would spend most 
of his time in cities beyond the 
perimeter of racial prejudice, And 
Robinson, by any standards, was 
an excellent baseball player. 

By comparison, Doby was un- 
known. He had won some local 
distinction as a four-sport athlete 
in high school in Paterson, N.J., 
and he had had a year at Long 
Island University before he joined 
the Navy for service in the Pa- 
cific. 

He had wanted to finish his edu- 
cation and specialize in physical 
welfare work, but Robinson’s em- 
ployment by the Dodgers changed 
all that. The Newark Eagles said 
they could use him—and Larry 
quietly hitched his wagon to the 
stars. If Robinson could make 
We a 

It would be naive to suppose that 
Doby conquered the prejudice of 
centuries with the nervous flick 
of the pen which made him a 
member of the Indians, There 
was the day in Texas, when a 
gatekeeper abusively barred him 
from the park until Boudreau 
himself left the dugout and com- 
pelled admission. There was the 
day in Arkansas, when the cab 
drivers refused to give him trans- 
portation to the park and he had 
to walk the distance in uniform. 

In Tucson, Ariz., the Indians’ 
spring training base, Doby lives 
in a private home in the Negro 
section, while his teammates stop 
at an expensive hotel. During the 
season, when the club visits St. 
Louis or Chicago, Doby quietly 
vanishes at the depot. The other 
Tribesmen see him only at the 
ball park. ; 

Even in major league parks, he 
has had to close his ears occa- 
sionally to shouted comment from

the stands or to carefully worded 
double talk from enemy dugouts. 
Cleveland newspapers still receive 
a small percentage of letters 
seldom signed—which suggest that 
a player’s pigmentation is more 
important than his skill. 


Doby, of course, never speaks 
of these things. And if his posi- 
tion as a trail blazer for his race 
has had its heartaches, it also has 
had its compensations. The Amer- 
ican League generally has accept- 
ed him for what he is—a young 
man richly entitled by the highest 
competitive standards to recogni- 
tion as a star of the present and 
as a possible super-star of the fu- 
ture. Tris Speaker, one of the 
game’s immortals and himself a 
native. of Texas, is Larry’s tutor 
and warm admirer. There is no 
question of his status among his 
teammates. Theyre for him to a 


man, 
T cleancut, clean living athlete 

with the contagious grin. In his 
early days with the Indians, he did 
his best to make himself invisible. 
Even now, he never makes him- 
self conspicuous. He is just a 
rather quiet member of the gang, 
friendly but unobtrusive, confi- 
dent but never boastful.

West was defeated one trick at 
his two-spade contract, North get- 
ting a ruff in hearts and South 
making two trump tricks as well 
as a heart, a diamond ard a club. 

This result was in rather strong 
contrast with what would have 
occurred if North-South had been 
permitted to play the hand, even 
undoubled. The fact that they 
were not so permitted was directly 
due ot East’s refusal to double 
two diamonds “because he liked 
that contract and was afraid of 
the hearts.” 

It is understandable that East 
felt this way, since he had mag- 
nificent defense against diamonds 
and questionable defense against 
hearts. This view, however, did 
not cover all aspects of the case. 
Presumably, the opponents would 
reach their best contract whether 
or not East doubled the diamond 
bid; and also presumably, if East 
passed at this point and South 
did likewise, West was virtually 
sure to offer further competition, 
since he was marked short in 
diamonds and could not dream 
(in the absence of a double) that 
— had such strength in the 
suit. 

Finally, East should have had 
no fear of hearts. As a matter ot 
fact, a two-heart contract could 
have been defeated very substan- 
tially.
